Be had pteadied 
first and last s ermo ns bat never intro- 
ductory or farewell ones. He said he 
had purposes, plans, Ideas and meth- 
ods relative to church work In general 
and this work in particular which 
would be presented as emergencies 
arose or opportunities were presented 
for their adoption or execution. 

He esteemed it no somU honor, be 
said, to stand in the plaee so reeently 
occupied by such godly and efllcient 
men as W B Sllis and B Lin Osve.and 
to enter into tbe iaiwrs of such heroes 
as Pliiliip S Fall and Samuel Kelley. 
He said he would try by the grace of 
God to carry forward the work they 
bad inaugurated. To this end he 
begged the prayers, patience, sympa- 
thy and encouragement of all his peo- 
ple. He said he was well acquainted 
with the situation, knew the difficul- 
ties to be met and the conditions con- 
fronting him; and he was willing to 
take his full share of the respon.sibUl 
ty of grappling with ttiem. There 
mostba no white flag of surrender, I e 
declared, no note of retreat, no back 
ward step. "Progress" should be t ie 
watchword. As to outlining, in a gen- 
er»1 wav. the spirit that should actu- 
ate both preacher and people In the ser- 
vice of the master, be preached a ser 
mnn on 'The VellowsUn of Christ's
